In lattrell’gb Mary it is related that in the year 
17(K» Queen Anne ordere<l “her house at Newmarket 
to be rebuilt ami gare $S,000 toward paving the 
town, and bought a running horse of Mr. Hollo- 
way which cost fS.OOO more and gave It to the 
prince.” 

The prince was Prince George of Denmark, her 
consort, and tlie horse was Deedes, by Leedes Ara- 
bian, dam a mare by Spanker, she lord d’Arcy’s 
Old Morocco mare. In 1711 the queen instituted 
“Her Majesty’s Plate of 100 guineas will be run 
for round the new heat on Ascot Commoa, near 
Windsor, on Tuesday, August 7 next, by any 
horse, mare or gelding being no more than six years 
I old the grass before, as must be certified under 

the hand of the breeder, carying 168 pounds, three 
heats, to be entered the last day of July at 
Mr. Hancock’s, at Fern Hill, near the starting 
post.” 

The race did not actually take place until August 
11, when Queen Ame and a brilliant suite drove 
from Windsor "To Inaugurate tlie Ascot races and 
see the Duke of 8t. Albans win it vrith bis chestnut 
horse Doctor. At York in 1712 her majesty’s gray 
gelding Pepper was third for the Gold Cup, which 
she had instituted the previous year, to the Hon. 
Mr. Watson’s Farmer, and in 1714, on July 30, 
the day of her majesty’s death from apoplexy, her 
horse Starr, afterward called Jacob, won a $70 
plate from four others. 

During the time of racing on the following 
Monday the news of her death reached York. As 
Orton writes: “During the time of running this 

day an express arrived of the death of Her 
Majesty Queen Anne, upon which the nobility and 
gentry immediately left the field. 

About this time there seems to have been a lot 
of lady owners, as Mrs. Carr’s Dancer was among 
the also ran at Hambleton in 1717; Mrs. Dayton’s 
bay h(«^ was in the Royal Plate at Hambleton 
in 1719; Mrs. Betsy Saville’s Foxhunter ran at 
Y'ork in 1724; Lady Lowther’s Cuzaoni ran there in 
1730, and Mrs. Meeke’s Merry Andrew saved her 
stakes in the Galloway Plate tliere in 1733.

I These are isolated families, but the Ronth family 

from Snafe Hall, Be<lale, all seem to have been 
owners, and winning owners at that. Miss Judith 
Kouth had Nutmeg, a gray horse, at Doncaster in 
1736, and was behind Coneyskins; then Miss Betty 
Bouth won the $250 plate at York in 1742 with Rib, 
by Crab, and in 1744 took the King’s Plate at the 
same place with Othello, by Oronooko, and in 1747 
scored again with Stadtholder in a $250 plate. 

Tlie third sister. Miss Dolly Ronth, won the 
I^adies’ Plate at York in 1742 with Crazy, and as 
this took place at the same meeting at which 
Othello won the two sisters took two of the five 
races at the meeting, a record to date. To these 
may be added Lady Coningsby, who, vrith Ruby, 
a roan, ran up to Sedbury for the Ladies’ Plate 
at York in 1739; the Duchess of Gordon, whose 
gray Highland Lassie was disqualified at York in 
175U, and Miss Hales, whose Miss Doe was among 
tlie also ran to Blacklegs at York in 1749. 

From 1749 unfil 1801 is a long stretch, but during 
that time lady owners do not seem to have been 
Itroulnent. In 1804 tlie famous match between Mr. 
Flint’s Brown Thomville and Colonel Thornton’s 
Vinagarella, witli Mrs. Tiiornton riding, took place. 
Orton writes: “The above race, from the singu- 

larity of a female appearing on the turf in the 
4‘haracter of a Jockey, produced an unprecedented 
degree of interest and attention from the public; 
so much so, that an assemblage amounting nearly 
bo one hundred thousand people attended the course 
to witness the contest. 

“About 4 o’clock the fascinating fair appeared 
on the course, her horse led by the celebrated 
sporting Colonel Tliomton and H. Boynton. Mr. 
Flint came shortly afterward, when tlie two started, 
Vinagarella taking the lead for about three miles, 
when Brown Thoruville took the lead and won 
easily. Within the last mile Vinagarella fell lame, 
and Mrs. Thornton in consequence pulled up about 
two distances from home. 

“Mrs. Thornton rode her own weight against Mr. 
Flint’s. Vinagarella had much the shorter stride 
of tlie two, and was nearly twenty years old. The 
lady rode in a leopard colored and buff body, with 
blue sleeves and cap; Mr. Flint rode in white. At 
starting, 5 and 6 to -4 on Vinagarella; in running, 
2 to I on him. The time was 9:59.” 

*Ehis race, or match, took place at York on Satur- 
day, August 25, 1804, and was for $1,000. Both 
coaspetitocs in this match were rather weird people, 
as “Mrs. Thornton” was a respectable watchmak- 
’ er’s daughter of Norwich, whose real name was

SWIFT IRISH ELEGANCE AND HIS DAM 



Great Horse Not in the Stud Book Because of a 
Stain in the Maternal Pedigree. 

The finest performance I have witnessed in any 
handicap since Minting won the Jubilee was that 
of Irish Elegance — which, by the way, has had 
little to do with Ireland, despite his name, although 
many people seem to think otherwise — in the Royal 
Hunt Cup on Wednesday. Bred by Mr. A. Frogley, 
and foaleil on March 7, 1915, this magnificent look- 
ing chestnut by 8ir Archibald (now in Italy), dam 
Sweet Clorane by Clorane, is, tlirough the latter 
good horse, debarred from entry in the “Stud Book,” 
like two other excellent representatives of the May- 
boy family. Prospector and Shogun. Last year, 
after carrying his breeder’s colors at tlie Craven 
meeting, when he was actually unplaced to such 
a colt as Beaufort, the latter only receiving four 
pounds from him, Irish Elegance was disposed of 
privately to Mr. Thorbum, for, I believe, $10,000. 
The first time the colt ran for liis new owner be 
received thirty-eight pounds from Diadem, and fin- 
ished two lengths and a half behind her; but then 
easily won a tliree-year-old handicap of seven- 
eighths at Newmarket by four lengths from Jutland, 
to which lie was giving six pounds. After tiffs Mr. 
Tliorbnm sold Irish Elegance for, I have always 
understood, $.’>0,000, to wealthy Mr. James White, 
who now owns without much doubt over -any course 
up to an easy mile, or slightly less, the best horse 
in the world. 

ESTABLISHES A WEIGHT RECORD. 

By securing tlie Royal Hunt Cqp under 137 
pounds Irish Elegance easily beat the previous best 
record for the race, this being that of the six-year- 
old CoUingwood, which, carrying 133 pounds, beat 
twenty others i« 1849. Next to th^ comes tlie 
129 ponhaa sbonldored by'Wr "John' 'Xifley’s“ PeterT 
then a five-year-old, in 1881, and which old stagers 
will remember stopped to kick during the race at 
the Junction of the courses, in spite of which that 
greatest of Jockeys, Fred Archer, managed to get 
him going again in time to secure the spoils. Two 
other notable efforts in this race were those of 
Victor Wild in 1895 and 1897, as in the first-named 
year he was only beaten a head under 133 pounds 
by Clorane, in receipt of 9 pounds, and failed by 
three-quarters of a length when carrying 138 pounds 
to Knight of tlie Thistle, the latters’ weight being 
103 pounds, two years later. It is rather inter- 
esting to note that Irish Elegance, when so nar- 
rowly beaten In the Cambridgeshire last year, was 
only just a head of Arlan conceding him 38 pounds, 
and on Wednesday, at 26 pounds, he beat him by a 
ready length and a half. So after all neither of 
these colts has changed much as regards individual 
form, although both have greatly improved with 
age. 

HALF-BRED MARE SWEET CLORANE. 

I have on previous occasions referred to the pro- 
duce of the half-bred mare Sweet Clorane, and 
after the great performance of her son this week 
it may be interesting to again revert to the sub- 
ject. Sweet Clorane was bred In 1900 by J. H. 
Lawrence, wlio sold her to A. Frogley in September, 
1900, for only sixteen guineas. The latter gentle- 
man then secured a wonderful bargain, for all her 
produce to run since he acquired her have been 
winners. After proving barren to Chaucer, she In 
1911 dropped Arthur B., which Mr. Frogley sold 
privately to Ernest Dresden. For him the son of 
Athi won three races, worth $6,830, as a two-year- 
old, and after Mr. Dresden’s death the colt was 
sold for 1,550 guineas to go to India, where he 
won the King Emperor’s Cup and ran second to 
Baclielor’s Wedding for the Viceroy’s Cup. Sweet 
Clorane’s next foal was a filly by Silver Streak, 
which was sold as a yearling to A. Sadler, Jr., for 
eighty gnineas, and liaviiig run twice unplaced as 
Claire de I-une in tliis country, she was sold to 
go to South Africa, where she proved a winner. 
The next two foals bred from her by Mr. Frogley 
were C. P. (which lias already scored twice this 
season) and Irish Elegance. Mr. de Pledge, the 
owner of By Jingo, has now a three-year-old chest- 
nut sister to Irish Elegance, which is called Irish 
Beauty, and has yet to run; while it is worth noting 
that R. Thorburn is sending up Peace Declared, 
a yearling bay or brown half-brother by Stornoway 
to Mr. White’s crack on tlie Tlinrsday morning of 
the First July sales. — “Audax” In Horse and Hound. 



RUMOR SAYS HAVANA DEAL NOT CLOSED 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 11. — Rumors are being 
freely circulated tliat the deal between H. D. 
Brown and George W. Ixift and bis associates for 
the purchase of the Havana track has not yet been 
consummated. When Mr. Loft was spoken to on 
the subject today he said that the transfer had not 
yet been made and that Mr. Brown was expected 
in New York next week. Mr. Loft also intimated 
there was some sort of hitch in the arrangements 
which would have to be well defined before the 
sale was completed. 

Another rumor gaining in volume in connection 
with Havana racing infers that* the franchise held 
by Charles Henscball is likely to be utilized for 
next winter’s racing. Friends of Mr. Henschall 
assert that he is planning to promote a new race 
course and amusement ground close to the city 
limits. Some such scheme was started about three 
years ago under this franchise, but labor and war 
conditions iuterlered and it was atiandoned, tmt la 
ww twine mlTed. * 



HOPE ETERNAL AMONG THE CANADIANS 

Turfmen AcroM tha Border Expect of 

Racing Soon After Proclamation of Peace. 

TORONTO, Out., July 11. — Canadian hmaemen are 
greatly interested in the date of the royal proclama- 
tion of peace, as it is understood when that event 
transpires all orders in council passed under the 
war measure act by the Dominion government will 
automatically expire. 'The order in connril con- 
cerning racing prohibited betting on tracks for the 
“duration of the war and six months thereafter,” 
but is conceded that the six months’ riause is in- 
operative, as all orders in council cease to be ef- 
fective the moment peace is declared and cannot be 
extended except by an act of parliament. 

Some people think the war ends when peace is 
celebratMl througliout the British empire on July 
19, but it Is said that this assumption Is not correct 
and that the war does not legally end until at least 
three of the great allied powers, including Great 
Britain, ratify the peace treaty, which has al- 
ready been ratified by Germany. This it is expected 
will take place by the middle of August. 

The racing people are all ready to race Just as 
soon as it is legal. Many Canadian horsemen have 
been racing in the States and others have had their 
hmaes in training at the various track in expecta- 
tion of the early resumption of the sport. 

The local half milers have installed the mutuel 
betting machines at Dufferin Park and Hillcrest. 
A. M. Orpeo, lesee of the former track, is in New 
York today and at his office it was stated they bad 
no idea when racing would be resumed. It is pre- 
sumed It would be when the royal proclamation is 
issued. 

W. P. Fraser, secretary of the Ontario Jockey 
Club, when asked for his views, on the subject, 
^d: “Pea ce has been deeland. Great Brltabi ud 

Trance are celebrating; Canada wflT do s5' July 19. 
I know that tbe clubs of the Canadian Racing As- 
sociations have been in readiness to conduct race 
meetings since spring. I h<^ we shall see racing 
next fall and that the Prince of Wales will be 
given the opportunity to see the sport daring his 
visit to Canada.”

FEWER KENTUCKY YEARLINGS FOR SALE 

J. 0. Keene Says Nnmtier tq Be Sent to Saratoga 
Sales Will Be CompaiatiTely Small. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 11. — Major 'Thos. Mc- 
Dowell and J. O. Keene arrived here today from 
Kentucky. The former will travel on to Saratoga, 
“Where I can get some sleep,” to use his expres- 
sion, and Mr. Keene will go back to Kentucky. 'They 
are here to consult with other owners and trainers 
in regard to the purchase of a controlling interest 
in the Havre de Grace track. The meeting is to 
be held tonight. Both are enthusiastic about the 
racing situation in Kentucky. “The associations 
made money,” said Mr. Keene, “and there was over 
$600,000 distributed among the horsemen, all of 
which accentuates the thoroughbred conditions in 
this country.” 

In speaking of the Kentucky yearlings to be sold 
this year at Saratoga, Mr. Keene said he did not 
think there would be more than one hundred and 
fifty shipped from that state for sale. Heretofore 
there has been between 300 and 400 on the market. 
“This year,” continued Mr. Keene, “any breeder 
who has a prospective winner of stakes is going to 
keep it and train it. Tlie rich purses and stakes 
now being distributed is the incentive. I have eleven 
Luke McLuke yearlings and I am going to train all 
of them, believing they will realize better returns 
by so doing. There are many others breeders who 
will do likewise.” 

Major McDowell said lie would sell his yearlings 
at Saratoga and race older liorses. “I am afraid 
I sliall not be able to run the two-year-old High 
Command until late in the Saratoga season, but 
Distinction will be ready early to meet all comers.” 
was the assertion of Major McDowell. “Kentucky 
is going to scud east good horses this year, and Miss 
Jemima will give Bonnie Mary or Panoply a race 
I feel certain.” Anked if anything bad been sbown 
the equal of Billy Kelly, last year’s cliampion, Mr. 
Keene thought Miss Jemima might be as good. 
Major McDowell was non-committal on the ques- 
tion.

AFTERMATH OF THE DWYER STAKES 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 11. — In speaking of the 
performance of Sir Barton in tlie Dwyer Stakes, 
Mr. Bedwell, his trainer, said he believed the horse 
would have liad a better chance of winning bad he 
been held in reserve instead of making the pace, 
as lie did in the Belmont Stakes, reserving his speed 
for the finish. Others who believe Purchase would 
have beaten him in the Dwyer Stakes under any 
conditions point to the fact that for a half mile 
and more the Hildreth horse was penned in behind 
Sir Barton, catching much of the mud and slop 
from the heels of the Ross horse, which was not 
likely to assist Purchase. That Purchase was under 
restraint all along tbe backstretch was plain to be 
seen. On that fact it would seem that the Hildreth 
horse could have gone to the front at wDl, which he 
did as soon as called upon. Both horses were pretty 
tired at the finisli. It is universally conceded that 
Sir Barton* did not run up to general expectations, 
and has lost none of his popularity by his defeat, 
the majority of race followers being of the opinion 
that the Ross star had not entirely recovered from 
his training misliap.

Schuttinger and Loftus 
both applied their lashes, and Roamer drew away. 
Wild applan.se, such as has not been heard on an 
eastern track this season, greeted the winner on his 
return to the Judges’ stand, and Schuttinger was 
equally applauded when he approached the scales.

racing. The big Sundridge colt appeared In fine 
fettle fw: his first effort since last Saratoga. After 
his performances there he was retired to Mr. Kil- 
mer’s stnd at Binghampton, N. Y., where he stood 
for the fall season.

Elwell advanced him $1,000 over his entered price, 
but his owner retained him with the customary $5 
bid. Matinee Idol, heavily backed In' this race, 
suffered from some interference in the early running 
and was never prominent afterwards.

H. P. Whitney’s filly Cobwebs proved too fast 
for the high-priced colt Bro<Aholt in the closing 
dash of the afternoon. Brookfaolt took the lead 
entering the stretch, but was quickly displaced by 
the filly, which, when called on, easily drew away. 

The French -bred Faisan Dore, heavily backed, won 
the initial dash in a canter. . - • 

Clarence Buxton’s old campaigner Sasin accountetl 
for the long-distance race on the card. He began 
slowly, but gained steadily, caught OrdJily, the 
pacemaker, tiring In the last eighth, :ind racing 
him into defeat easily drew away at the end. Poor 
Butterfly, the favorite in the race, suffereii from 
^ poor ride. 

The mile dash, run as the fifth race, went to the 
credit of tbe Quincy Stable, Comme Ci snatching 
victory from Goaler in the stretch and easily draw- 
ing away at the end.

ADVANTAGE OF INSIDE POST POSITIONS 



Figures Show That Positions from No. 1 to No. 6 
Furaishos Greatest Number of Winners. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 11. — Frequent diseus- 
sions occur between racegoers as to the best post 
positions for horses at the start of races. A record 
of sixty-nine races have bi^n gone over at Aqueduct 
during the pre.seqt, meeting, and the result is not 
only interesting but enlightening, showing that 
inside positions of liorses have mncli to do witii 
tlie result of races in a large majority of cases. 

To a certain extent the statistics gatlien*d de- 
dide tliat inside positions from No. 1 to No. 5 fur- 
nisli the greatest numlier of winners. Tliis is due 
somewliut to tlie small fields that have been sent 
to tlie post at Aqiieiluet and which perforce gives 
a greater aggregate to the first five iKisitions. 
Strange to say, no Iiorse lias won from a furtlier 
out position than No. 11; in fact, only two winners 
are recorded from that point, while not a horse 
won eltlier from tlie cliiite or over longer courses 
wlileli held No. 10 post position. 

The most advantageous starting point, ureording 
to the reeonls, are No. 2 and No. 5, both for races 
round the turn and out of tlie cliute, In tiie cliute 
races tliere liave b«‘eii five winners from each of 
tiiesc IKisitions and in tlie longer races there liave 
been nine winners from No. 5 jiosition and eiglit from 
No. 2, or seventeen out of twenty-seven races run 
around the turns. Strange as It may seem, tliere 
liave be«-n but two winners from No. 1 position, 
wliieh is generally tlioiiglit to be the more ad- 
vantageous, out of the elmte, or only alaiut elglit 
l>er ewit; yet No. 1 position at the post has fre- 
quently lieen tlie deciding incentive to speculators. 

From tlie figures eolleeted It would seem there is 
little to elioOse between No. 1 and No. .'i positions 
at tlie post. Exceptions might be made for fast or 
slow beginning horses, but as a rule one {losition 
appears to be as good as another, providing nil 
otlier cnlciilatious are satisfactory. A slow be- 
ginner witii a rail itosition is at a disadvantage 
owing to the usual crowding, but a fast beginner 
with an inside iiosltion can be given decided pref- 
erence as it escapes the customary troubles. The 
records show that fast beginning horses are re- 
sponsible for the large proixirtion of winners from 
the first five positions. Tlie one convincing feature

SUPERIOR ENGLISH TWO-YEAR-OLDS 



Ascot Stake Winners of That Age Hold to Be of 
Extraordinary Promiso. 



English critics are disposed to think tlieir best 
two-year-olds of this year are something quite out 
of the ordinary and tliat the best winners of tliat 
age at Ascot are of extremely high-class. One of 
tlie stars — the Prince Palatine — Decagone colt — is 
in part American-bred on his dam’s side, as is 
Orpheus through liis sire, Orby. Discussing tlie 
merits of these youngsters, “the Special Cuminis- 
sioner” said in lioiidon Sportsman after the Ascot 
meeting was over: 

“The Ascot two-year-olds were so good, as Judged 
from tlie tierformanees of some of them, that we 
may be in for a vintage year, though it is unwise 
to Jump prematurely to any such conclusion. How- 
ever, tliese two-year-olds have given rise to un- 
limited discussion, and I am surprised that tlie 
merit of Orpheus should not be more generally 
recognized as at least equal to that of Sarelieilon 
and the Decagone colt. There was really no such 
impressive win in the two-year-old races at Ascot 
as that of Orplieiis, which finislied slowiiig down, 
with Cinna doing )Iie same behind him, and all the 
rest of the field hopelessly strung out. Tliat rep- 
resented the really best form as liitlierto disclosed, 
and the victory of Orplious was really a pr<M-«‘»sioii 
of an almost stately eliaraeter towards tlie fiiiisli — - 
something in the" same style as Prince riiarlie iiseil 
to win. Now Cinna. on any reasonable handicap 
estimate, is two pounds and weight for sex in front 
of Poltava, and tiKHigli Rnreh<Klon may bo aliso- 
lutely tirilliant, we must see him finish a race 
in a bee-liiie before giving him a genuine erodeii- 
tlal. The Decagone colt electrified the oiihMikers 
by his Ascot victory, and lie looks good enough 
for anything, but here we have one tracing to an 
American native family, and so far from being one 
of the best, even so, that in a table of resalts com- 
piled for me some years ago by W. H. Rowe, tlie 
source to whicli Decagone traces is one of tiie least 
successful of tlie native families — indeed there are 
ten much better, and such a consideration 
cannot be overlookml when the future of tlie 
Decagone rolt is being considered. There is this 
to be said for him, however, that his sire is a liorse 
of the Paraffin family, and this branch of No. (1) 
has proved itself pecnliarly suitable for mating witii 




five cliute races prescribed but four were won from 
positions further, out than sixth. This indicates 
tliat an inside iiositlon is decidedly advantageous 
in races run down the near-straight course ^ at 
Aqueduct." The same rule practically applies in 
longer races.

of tlie highest social standing, and genuine sports- 
men. 

If a racing commission we-e asked for and spon- 
sored by them, and they pledged themselves to take 
charge of the commission, the legislature Would not 
question their integrity. All over the United States 
it would be known that the state racing commis- 
sion of the great Sate of California was handled 
by men classed as America’s best citlaens and known 
in California and everywhere else as real men and 
real sportsmen. 

The public never again wants books made by any 
organization of bookmakers or get -rich-quick artists. 
I do not wish to dose as a reformer, nor do I be- 
lieve all bookmakers were bad; but their day has 
gone— gone forever. 

I know there are thousands of men of the north- 
west who love tlie sport of racing as well, or bet- 
ter, than 1. Tliuusands of men are qualified to 
speak tlieir minds on this matter, yet perhaps tliey 
feel “silence is golden.’’ While I may not have 
the pleasure of living long in this great old world, 
I intend to keep liammering away at tliis subject. 

1 hope before I cross the great didviUe I will 
liave seen a racing commission in California, fos- 
tered by sucli men as I have mentioned and have in 
iniml. I will tlicn fe«-l I have at least done a little 
gootl for tlie sport I love so well.

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BULLDOG POPULAR IN BRUTAL SPORT 

Hew One.Time SeTec^ Brute Derlred Its Heme and 
Xster Became a Favorite. 

The first bulldogs, it appears, were bred from the 
English mastiff, and by process of systematic ee- 
lection in breeding a smaller and more active dog 
than the mastiff was evolved, a writer in the New 
liork Herald says. The smaller dog was found 
to he better suited for sport than the heavier and 
slower mastiff. The bull-baiting dog, without a 
doubt, required an inordinate amount of gamenees. 

The principle of bull-baiting was extremely sim- 
ple. A collar was fastened around the bull’s neck, 
iiml by this the animal was attached by a rone to 
the stake. Tlie rope varied from nine to fifteen 
feet ill length, and , therefore, allowed the bull 
blit little movement. The audience was accommo- 
dated in a circle or “ring.” 

The bulldog’s duty was to grasp the bull’s nose, 
and when he had succeeded in obtaining a grip 
lie was required to maintain bis hold despite the 
efforts of the larger animal to dislodge him. The 
biili awaited the attack with lowered horns, which 
the dog sought to evade by crouching as low as 
he coiibl while he crawled toward the head of his 
opiKincnt. 

Sometimes the bull managed ‘to get his horns 
under nr into the dog, which was then thrown high 
into the air. Writers state that dogs had been 
tossed up to a height of thirty to forty feet, 
dog, if he survived, would “retire hurt.” On the 
other hand, once the dog, which was trained to 
grip oiil.v the nose, obtained a hold his adversary 
would have little chance of shaking him off. The 
bull would whirl the dog in the air and struggle 
frantically to wTcnch his nose free from the terrible 
grip. When from sheer exhaustion the dog dropped 
clear of the hull a fresh dog was sent into the 
ring. 

bull-baiting a bbitish sport. 

I’.uli-baifing at times ranked as the national 
pastime of England and countless scores of dogs 
met their death to provide a diversion for the 
Itritish public. Even royalty favored the “sport,” 
although during the last hundred years of its exis- 
teuM* patrons of the buli ring comprised exclusively 
the “lower classes.” The bravery of the bulldog, 
cultivated during <s*nturles of active service in the 
bull ring, naturally became deeply inheritetl. 'Iwing 
to the dog’s occupation and surroundings, he ac- 
quired a savageness of disposition which promoted 
one authority, us recently as fifty years ago, when 
bull-baiting, which had long been made illegal, 
was long since over, to state that the bulldog had 
an intractable temper and that he would turn 
on his master, if offended, as readily as on a 
stranger. 

With the advent of the dog show era, commenc- 
ing about sixty years ago, and the abolition of 
hull-baiting, a change was gradually wrought, not 
only in the bulldog’s shape, but also in his dispo- 
sition. Tlie kinder treatment, amounting almost to 
“coddling,” nowadays bestowed upon the bulldog, 
has caused the elimination of the old-time savage- 
iiess. He now occupies ac place in the front rank 
of the dog world and he is championed by the fair 
sex, among whom there are many who figure as 
leading exhibitors in all parts of the world. Still, 
amid all the glamour and fuss incidental to being 
every one’s favorite, sometimes a gleam of the old- 
time love of a combat will show itself when another 
dog throws down the gauntlet. He will not wan- 
toiil.v provoke a c*onflict, but when his honor is at 
stake lie displays an aggressiveness truly amaaing. 

BULLDOG ROUSED TO ANGER. 

Cenerally the bulldog is slow to start, main- 
taining an outward semblance of self-composure, 
liis features are idacid, but he is watching every 
move of his antagonist. Wlien the battle begins the 
••brainstorm” bursts, and in a few moments, if the 
bulldog’s adversary does not decamp, the broad, 
blunt Jaws close on his victim with a snap like a 
spring trap. Then it is that the meaning of the 
term ••di'ath grip” is well exemplified. It is a 
strange fact that, although eighty years have 
clapsial since liull baiting held sway, the bulldog 
retains his disimsition to maintain his hold of a 
fo<“ till either choked into s<‘mi-eonscioiisness or 
extraordinary force is employed to oiwn his jaws, 
l.ighted matches applied to the nose and other more 
or less barbarous methods are tried to induce the 
bulldog to let go, but frequently he will endure 
much pain without a wince. An effective way of 
causing the bulldog to capitulate is that of throw- 
ing him. with his victim into water. 

The bulldog, unlike the majority of dogs, seldom 
Inirks; in fact, owing to the construction of his 
thriKit, his attempts at barking are more like a 
1 burlesque of the real thing. He wades into a fight 
without any vocal warning, and the only sound he 
emits is his heavy breathing. His courage is as- 
tonishing. and the largeness of his opponent never 
acts as a deterrent when hostilities are imminent. 
Still, as he is not a quarrelsome dog he rarely in- 
dulges ill street brawls, and as he is exceeiliiigly 
giMHi iiatiired it takes a lot to rouse him. 

INDICATIONS OF GOOD BIRTH. 

The miMlerii bulldog is undoubtedly a different 
bsikiiig animal from his hull fighting ancestors. 
The most conspicuous ‘•improvements” introduced 
b.v the present-day ’•fanc.v” are largeness of head, 

I width of chest, heaviness of bone and more typical 

tail. 

As the bulldog’s original occupation is now gone, 
his weight is of little <-oiise<iuence. He can lie from 
any sixe, from t wenl.v-five to sixty iioiinds, or even 
seventy iNuimls. A. ininiatiire, or dwarf, variety is 
now cultivated weighing less than twenty-two 
IMMIIlds. 

The bulldog breed has a large variety of colors, 
including, in order of merit, brindle, reds, whites, 
fawns and fallows, with or without black masks; 
and, secondly, pied and mixed colors. 

' A pink, liver colored or flesh tinted nose — called 

a “Dudley nose” — attributed to excessive in-breed- 
ing, is a dis<|uaiifying blemish. The bulldog, while 
lieiiig broad in front, should be comparatively nar- 
row across the loins, although the hind legs should 
Is* stniiig and sound. The skull should be very 
large, and the circumference (measured round in 
front of the ears) should at least e lual the heiglif 
of the dog at the shoulder. The skull should be 
broad and s<iuare and the forehead flat. The skin 
on the forehuad and face should hang in large 
wrinkles. The “stop,” or indentation, between the 
eyes should lie deeii and broad and should extend 
in a faint groove up the middle part of the fore- 
head. The eyes should be wide apart, low in the 
F skull and us far from the ear as possible. 

Also, they should be quite round, of moderate 
sixp, neither sunken nor projecting, very dark and 
showing no white when looking straight forward. 
'I'lie ears should be small and thin and set on the 
top corners of tlie skull. I’he most correct, tlie 
•’rose ear,” folds outward and backward, showing 
jiart of the inside of the burr. The face should be 
short from cheek bone to nose, and the skin 
deeply and closely wrinkled. The mussle should 
be short, broad, turned upward and very deep 
from the corner of the ear to the corner of the 



RECORD SHARK’S STRUGGLE 



Big Leopard Harpooned in Florida 
Sneenmbs Only to Bnllets. 

Tow* Boat Forty Mlaatea After Belnc 
Vitally Stmek— Baited wltk 
Dead Coiw. 



MIAMI, Fla., July 8. — A leopard shark recently 
harpooned by Capt. Charles Thomson was landed on 
the orcaoion of one of the periodic idiark bunts of 
the Miami Anglers’ Club. 

A dead cow was anchored near Soldier’s Key, 
south of Miami, and the waters plentifully sprinkled 
with blood, even a small amount of which will 
attract leopard sharks, the tigers of the sea, for 
miles around. 

As the big shark in question came up to what 
he fancied his prey, (kipt. Thom.son succeeded in 
landing a liarpoon squarely in the middle of bis 
back, and from that moment on the shark’s doom 
was sealed, though he behaved in a manner entirely 
unconcerned. 

It is a characteristic of leopard sharks not to 
stir up much fuss and commotion 'i^en harpotmed. 
but to go on about their business as usual, swim- 
ming powerfully but calmly and with apparent con- 
fidence in their ability to escape. 

This may be accounted for by the peculiar savage- 
ness and ferocity of these beasts, which truly know 
no conqueror save man. Incredible tales are told of 
their power and viciousness when in pursuit of prey, 
and truly a look at them, with their huge maws 
and terrifying teeth, is enough to engender belief 
in tlie wildest story that has ever been concocted 
for their benefit. 

The particular shark in question, however, had 
met his master, and after about forty minutes of 
towing tlie boat about finally was brought close 
enough for a second harpoon, after which he was 
more roughly handled. As long as there is only one 
harpoon in a shark more or less delicate handling 
is required, as the iwwer of the bnites is such 
that they are apt to break the line at any moment. 
With two harpoons in place, however, it is safe 
to haul vigorously. 

HARPOONED SHARK EXTREHELT VICIOUS. 

Short shrift is given shark, and consequently as 
soon as be could be hauled near he was plentifully 
perforated with bullets from an automatic revolver 
and brought ashore. 

It is never safe to play with shark, especially 
of the leopard variety, when close to a boat. Usual- 
ly, when they realize the nature of the opposition 
they are encountering, they will roll over and 
try to bite the lines that hold them, and once 
they get them fairly within their jaws they 
generally accomplish their purpose. Or, failing in 
this, they will close their eyes and rush the boat, 
biting any projection they can get hold of. 

Capt. 'Thomson recently had a struggle with a 
leopard shark which bit off one of the struts <m 
the propeller of his boat and then grabbed the boat 
by the rudden and shook it as a terrier shakes 
a rat. When the boat was hauled out for repairs 
several of the sliark’s teeth were found firmly em- 
bedded in the heavy oak. 

Leopard shark are the only variety of shark 
capable of closing their eyes, which they accomplish 
by turning their eyes up inside of tliem, the eyeball 
being replaced by a whitish membrane underlaid 
with powerful muscles capable of enduring the 
severest blow. 

“When a leopard shark closes his eyes and starts 
to come,” says Capt. Thomson, “look out, because 
he is going right through the boat if he can, bit- 
ing out anything ahead of him.” For this reason 
no time is lost quieting tlie shark as soon as i>os- 
sible. He is not a creature to be monkeyed with 
at any time.

mouth. The nose should he large, broad and black 
and set back almost between the eyes. The nostrils 
should be large, wide and black, with a well- 
defined straight line between them. The upper lip 
should be thick, broad and iiendiilous, banging over 
the lower jaw at the sides, but just meeting the 
lower lip in front, and should hide the teeth when 
the mouth is closed. Many excellent dogs, how- 
ever, show their teeth, or ‘’tusks,” wide a|iart. 

CHANGES FROH FORMER TYPE. 

The lower jaw should curve upward and project 
considerably beyond the uoiier jaw, enabliug the dog 
to obtain an extraordinarily secure grip. The neck 
should be moderate in length, rather short than 
long, thick, deep, strong and arched. The skin 
under the throat should he loose and wrinkletl. The 
chest should be wide, round, prominent and deep. 
The shoulders should lie iniwerful and muscular, 
broad, slanting and deep. The body should be 
round — not flatsided — with the lielly well tucked up. 
The back should be short and narrow at the loins. 
There should be a slight hollow behind the should- 
ers, aiMl then the spine should curve upward to the 
tup of the loins, which should be higher than the 
top of his shoulders. The spine should then curve 
down suddenly to the tail. The ideal length of the 
tail is about six inches. 

The ancient bull-baiters had moderately long, 
curved, whiplike tails, but this feature was latterly 
altered. The “crank tali” is the one stipulated in 
the British club “standard.” It should be set on 
low, just out rather straight and then downward, 
the end pointing horizontally. Other styles of tails 
are permitted, but they are penalized. The tail 
should be round, smooth and devoid of fringe or 
coarse hair. It should be thick at the root and taper 
quickly to a point. The dog should not be able to 
raise it above the level of his buck. The fore- 
legs should be sturdy, set wide apart, muscular 
and straight. 'The calves should be well developed, 
thus lending a somewhat bowed outline to the fore- 
legs, but tiie bones of the forelegs should be rather 
short in comparison witli the bind legs. The elbow 
should be low and stand away from the ribs. The 
ankles should be short, straight and strong. The 
feet should turn slightly outward, should be of 
medium size and nearly round. The toes should be 
thick and the knuckles prominent and high. 'The 
bind legs should be large and muscular. The bocks 
should be slightly bent and well let down so as to 
give length and muscularity' .from the loins to the 
point of the bock. '

Alieia Meynell. and whose only claim to the title 
of Mrs. Thornton lay in the fact that she was the 
“cherie aniie” of Colonel Thornton. 

She was at this time about 22 years of age, 
handsome, fair complexion, light hair, bine eyes, 
and was fascinating. Mr. Flint was a sportsman, 
a bold rider to hounds, and a scientific angler, who 
in addition was autlior of a book, “Treatise on the 
Management of the Horse.” 

MODERN WOMEN AS RACING OWNERS. 

At the York August meeting of the following 
year Mrs. 'Tliornton walked over in a match for 
2,000 guineas, half forfeit, four hogsheads of Coti 
Roti. and 600 guineas post paid bet by Mrs. Thorn- 
ton — four miles, and won a matcli for a cup value 
of 700 guineas — two miles. In this latter she rode 
Colonel Thornton’s laiuisa, which carried 134 pounds, 
and beat 3ilr. Bloomfield’s Allegro, giving fifty-six 
pounds and ridden by Francis Buckle. 

Orton writes: “About half-past three o’clock the 

above match commenced. Mrs. Tliornton appearing 
attired in a purple jacket and cup, nankeen skirts, 
puiqile shoes and embroidered stockings. The vet- 
eran Buckle wore a blue cap and jacket, with white 
sleeves. At starting Louisa took the lead, and made 
the running for a considerable way when Allegro 
went up to and headed her for a few lengths; the 
lady then challenged Buckle, and after a pretty 
contest won her race in good style by half a neck. 
Her bold and excellent jockey ship elicited the ad- 
miration of the assembled thousands, who bailed 
her succeMful struggle with the most enthoslMtic 
■boota o< applgoae and ctngratoUUoii.'* 



This terminated Mrs. Thornton’s riding career, 
and in tlie following year the first lady owner to 
see lier eolors carried in the Derby was the The 
Margravine of Anspach (Lady Craven), which ran 
tliird with Hector to laird Foley’s Paris. 

Again there was an interval of years until In 
1803 Merman, by Grand Flaneur, a great Australian 
race horse, was bought by Mr. Allison for Mrs. 
Langtry, now Isidy de Bathe, who raced under the 
name of ‘'Mr. Jersey.” Merman arrived in Eng- 
land in the second week in February, in 1807, and 
took the Cesarewitch in the following October, 
carrying 104 pounds, and beating The Rush by a 
neck after a terrific race. All connected with him 
won fortunes. He afterward won the Jockey Club 
Cup in 1898, the Goodwood Cup and Plate in 1899. 
and set the seal on his fame by taking the Ascot 
Gold Cup in 1000. 

“Mr. Jersey” also owned Maluma, which won the 
Prince Edward Handicap; Brayhead, which won the 
Liverpool Cup and Gatwick Handicap; Aurina, 
which won the Prince Edward Handicap, and Yen- 
tol, which credited iier with a second Cesarewitch 
in 1908. From this date on racing has become 
popular with the fair sex, and 1915 saw Lady Nel- 
son take the Grand National with Ally Sloiier. to 
be followed last year by Lady James Douglas taking 
the Two Thousand Guineas, Derby and St. Leger 
with Gainsborough. 

Mrs. Hugh Peel took last year’s Grand National 
with Poetblyn, and Mrs. A. James got first past 
the post for the Oaks with Stonyford, only to be 
disqualified. This year opened with Lady Queens- 
berry taking the Lincoln with Royal Bucks; Mrs. 
Hugh Peel the Grand National with Poethlyn; the 
Marchioness of Queeusberry the City and Suburban 
with Royal Bucks, and Lady James Donglaa the 
Oakg with Bayudo.— Moaclinter (Eng.) Chronlcta,
